BEGGS MAK MS UP HIS MIND. 


Uniess Certain Conditions Are Complied 
With He Will Confess All He Knows. 

Ex-Senior Guardian John F. Beggs has weak- 
ened. He nas threatened that unless certain 
conditions are complied with a full and com- 
plete statement of his knowlecge of the plot 
which ended in the murder of Dr. Cronin 
will be placed in the hands of the State’s 
Attorney. 

The message containing the threat was 
written out by the ex-Senior Guardian during 
Monday’s session of the trial. Tne changed 
state of affairs as indicated by the absence 
of familiar faces and the unqualified answers 
of veniremen showing that his doom had 
been sealed by the attempt of his fool friends 
to fix the jury impelled Beggs to this course. 
The copious notes which spectators thought 
him to be taking were simply numerous 
drafts of the letter, the purportof which 
Was intended to be as emphatic and tinal as 


the last speech of a man on the gallows. 


The substance of the message as furnished 
by a man who is in the secret was to the ef- 
fect that untess definite and explicit assur- 
ances were given within twenty-four hours 
that adeath sentence was an impossibility 
the writer would turn State’s evidence. 

The letter was handed to Beggs’ junior 
counsel, and by him, or through a friend—the 
narrator is not sure which—was delivered to 
the person for whom it was intended. Its 
reception was the signal for an unwonted 
display of excitement. Its discussion occu- 
pied the greater part of Tuesday night and 
extended into the small hours of Wednesday 
morning. When the hour for business ap- 
proached the recipient of Beggs’ ultimatum 
and his visitor were up betimes, and a visit 
to the well-known hotel which the Clan-na- 
Gael fraternity frequent was the first 
thing on the day’s program. The re- 
cipient of the note left the messenger 
in conversation with three out-of-town tri- 
anglers. 

BEGGS RECEIVES A REPLY. 

During the morning session of court the 
junior attorney for the ex-Senior Guardian 
had a lengthy conference with his client, the 
purpose of which was tostiffen his backbone. 
The private consultation was apparently sat- 
isfactory, the ex-Senior Guardian having ex- 
pressed himself content to await develop- 
ments, and his senior counsel, atter consulta- 
uon with his junior, having resumed his 
chair as crossexaminer of veniremen. 

Meantime the identical trio who had been 
consuited at the hotel were in court, and one 
of them had whispered in the ear of Beggs’ 
junior attorney a message for the prisoner. 
The message was delivered at the noon re- 
cess, but that its effect was unsatisfactory 
was shown by another earnest consultation 


| between the attorney and the visitors. 


Then it became necessary to ask permis- 
sion of Judge McConnell to allow Beggs and 
the visitors to hold ashort conversation in 
court. The permission was granted, and one 
of the two sat down in front of Beggs. For 
fifteen minutes a one-sided conversation was 
held between Beggs and his visitor. Beggs 
was emphatic, and for a while refused to 
budge from the letter of his ultimatum. 

MONDAY NOON FIXED. = 

% Give us till Monday at least,“ pleaded the 
emissary, after Beggs had declared his inten- 
tion to confess everything on the morrow. 

“All right, call it Monday morping; but 
not a second later than 12 o’clock. If you 
don’t give mea positive assurance by that 
time you can call off Foster and Ames.“ 

There the ter rests for the present. 
The man to whom Beggs wrote will move 
heaven ana earth to prevent the ex-Senior 
Guardian from carrying out his threat at noon 


Monday. Already the man’s friends have set, 


about fabricating an excuse that will hold 
good in case they find themselves unable to 
fuifill their promises at the hour mentioned. 
In the event of their failure Monday noon 
will witness the second sensational develop- 
ment of the Cronin case, and among the 
names of the witnesses for the State— 
whose address, by the way, Mr. Forrest may 
be sure will remain Cook County Jail“ — 
will be that of John F. Beggs. 


HE WAS TOLD TO “skwW HIS MOUTH.” 


A Witness Who Was Approached by the De- 
fense—His Story.

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STILL N BARING CHICAGO. 


THE PAN-AMERICAN EXOURSIONISTS 
LEAVE CLEVELAND FOR DETROIT. 


Their Last Day in the Forest City Devoted 
to Inspecting the Shipyards and the 
Standard Oil Company’s Works—Sena- 
tor Sherman’s Speech at the Banquet 
~—Secretary Blaine Receives the Mari- 
time Delegates and Presents Them to 
the President. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 16.—[Special.|—As the 
all Americans get further west their aston- 
ishment would become greater and greater 
at what they see if that were possible. But 
they have long ago reached the superlative. 
They have seen here today in this inland 
town hundreds of miles from the coast the 
greatest shipyards in the world not located 
on salt water. They have seen the progress 
from the first construction of the skeleton 
of the ship to the nearly finished vessel, 
for there are eight great steel ships, 
some of them 300 feet long, lying here on the 
stocks in various stages ot construction. 
They have seen the immense ore docks, for 
nature made this the ineeting point of cheap 
coal and cheap ore, and the size of the iron 
industry which has developed astonishes the 
townspeovie themselves as they have gone 
from place to place with their visitors today. 
Among the other superlative things they 
have seen here are the shops where the elec- 
tric light carbons of half the world are made, 


the total output being 57,000,000 carbons a 


year. 

They saw, too, the greatest petroleum re- 
finery of the country, for this is the home of 
the Standard Oil Trust. This was new and 
interesting to ail of them, and they carefully 
watched the separation from the vile mass 
of crude oil of the dozen products which the 
refinery takes out. When the trip was about 
completed and they stood by the tanks of 
snowy paraffine L. H. Severance, the Treas- 
urer of the Standard Oil company, : 
the august visitors into the mysteries of gum. 
chewing. He passed around boxes of kero- 
sene gum, and some of the noble sefiors stood 
about dubiously trying to eat it, with rather 
indifferent success until an interpreter saw 
the trouble ana explained the use of the 
great American product. 

SHERMAN’S SPEECH. 

The talk of the dayis of Senator Sher- 
man’s speech at the banquet last evening. 
The Senator had written out his remarks 
and it was from that manuscript that the 
press of this morning published its report. 
The published speech was admirable, but in 
Sherman’s usual calm vein. The speech the 
Senator really made at an hour too late to be 
reported was quite another affair. None of 
the strangers certainly would ever guess 
that the man who made it is popularly looked 
upon as a human iceberg. Mr. Sherman was 
spurred up to what he said by William E. 
Curtis’ response to the toast, What We 
Are Here For.” Mr. Curtis had made an 
arraignment of Congress for its failure to 
appreciate the possibilities of closer rela- 
tions with the Southern continent. 

When Senator Sherman spoke he quite 
lost himself in his fervor. He even outdid 
the fiery Foraker in the heatat which he 


struck out apologies for the past and hopes 


and promises for future action by Congress 
which shall make one grand commercial 
union of the Western Hemisphere, 

look upon this conference.“ he said, as 
tlle most important meeting ever held ia the 
New World. The conference of the thirteen 
British colonies in 1774 led up not only to the 
independence of the United States but to 
that of very South “American State. 
But this conference is of infinitely 
greater importance, for your deliberations 
affect the interests of more than a hundred 
million people. The Unitea States has failed 
to perform its duty to itself and to our South- 
ern neighbors. I now have no doubt of that. 
Iam not sure but that I am a convert to free 
trade if that free trade is confined to the 
countries of the two Americas.“ 

The guests waved napkins, and cheered 
and showered the Senator with flowers from 
the table decorations when he gave them 
that sentiment. It struck a keynote. It 
answered the question which Mr. Curtis’ 
toast propounded. It stated plainly one of 
the most as igs coat things that they are here 


for. 
PDR. nn IDEAS. , 


One of the delegates who it is evident will 
be among the foremost leaders in the com- 
ing conference is Dr. Horacio Guzman of 
Nicaragua. In looks he is the most striking 
man of the party. He is quite a giant in 
stature, handsome in face, and with the 
courtly manners of a knightly Spaniard, 
though all the visitors have the last charac- 
teristic. r. Guzman can talk brilliantly in 
English. He has seen much of this country 
before, and is, as he says, half a United 
States citizen, for he married a Philadelphia 
lady. | 

“This conference has already done one 
thing which is of the greatest value,“ said 
Dr. Guzman. “It has brought the South 
American States into closer relations with 
one another. This trip, and the acquaint- 
anceship which the delegates are making 


with each other, is alone a result of which 


the originator of the conference may feel 
proud. Our conference, I predict, will be a 
long one, for we have as great things to do 
as anv conference that ever met. I think it 
may last several months.“ 

The delegates are as much astonished at 
our ignorance of their countries as they are 
at the wonders of ours. “‘lam astounded,”’ 
gaii Sefior Zegarra of Peru, to find that 
Americans of culture and learning know so 
iittle about our South American States. One 
of our school boys would know more of your 
country than your intelligent men do of ours. 
Our conference will be of use if it does noth- 
ing more than awaken in you an interest in 
and a desire for knowledgé of your sister 
republics.” 

DELEGATES FAGGED OUT. 

The subject of late retiring and early ris- 
ing is becoming a live issue among the guests 
upon the excursion train. There is not one 
but that desires to accept every courtesy at 
all points, for they appreciate the hearty 
pleasure with which they are, tendered in 
every city, but human flesh, it ‘is being dis- 
covered, has its limit of endurance of hospi- 
tality. Two Southern delegates were left at 
Buffalo yesterday morning. They were called 
at 6o’clock, and several times theresfter, 
but definitely refused to rise until they had 
secured rest. The train left without 
them, and they rejoined the party this morn- 
ing. There are some who feel that if they 
sustain the wear of the hurrying journey 
until Chicago is reached they will be 
obliged to halt or quit unless the pace of the 
itinerary may be modified. 

At 11 o’elock the party on board their train 
started for Detroit. An effort was made to- 
day to change the program so as to take the 
excursionists from Cleveland to Detroit by 
steamboat tonight, but it was deemed best

MARINE CONGRESS DELEGATES 


Received by Secretary Blaine and Formally 
Presented to the President. 
Wasntxorox, D. C., Oct. 16.—The aiplo- 
matic reception room of the State Depart- 
ment presented a scene of unusual brilliancy 
this morning when Secretary Blaine re- 
ceived the delegates to the International Ma- 


aban ta po The hour fixed for the cer- |

emony was 11 o’clock, and: previous to 
that time the delegates tad gathered in 
the ante-room and exchanged courtesies and 
greetings. The members are a noble look- 
ing set of men, and, arrayed in the naval goid 
lace of every prominent maritime nation of 
the world, made a striking appearance. The 
exceptions to the glitter of uniforms and 
decorations were the delegates rom China 
and South America— the former in their dis- 
tinctive national dress and the latter in reg- 
ulation dress suits. Tne delegates were ac- 
companied by tne Ministers of their re- 
spective countries. 

At five minutes after 11 o’clock they were 
ushered into the diplomatic parlor by Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Adee in the order of 
the preceiience of their Ministers. The 
American delegates, headed by the martial 
figure of Admiral Franklin. needed no inter- 
mediary to bring them to the notice of the 
Secretary of State. The reception, par- 
taking of a diplomatic nature, Was condu cted 
in accordance with the etiquette of such occa- 
sions, the doors being scrupulously guarded 
by messengers and the proceedings beld in 
strictest seclusion. When Mr. Blaine entered 
the parlor the members of the various delega- 
tions were presented to him by their respect- 
ive Ministers, and he co rdially received each 
one with a warm grasp of the hand and an 
appropriate word. To the delegpies tormally 
Mr. Blaine said: 

Gentlemen: It is the cause of ekiveme gratifi- 
cation to the Governmentof the United States 
that its invitation to the maritime powers of the 
world has met with so general a response. Rep- 
resentatives from Asia, from Europe, from North 
and South America, and from the isles of the 
sea will ¢ompose the conference, On behalf 
of the United States, I welco you all, 
gentiemen, to the honorable, the scientific, the 
philanthropic duties which lie befbre you. The 
already great and the rapidly increasing inter- 
course between continent and continent, be- 
tween nation and nation, demands that every 
protection against the dangers of the sea and 
every guard for the safety of home life shall be 
provided. 

The spoken languages of the’ world will con- 
tinue to be many: but necessity commands that 
the unspoken language of tne ses shall be one. 
That language must be as universal as the needs 
of man for commerce and intercourse with his 
fellowman, The deep interest which the mari- 
time nations have taken in the questions at 
issue is shown by the eminent character and the 
wide experience of the delegates to whom they 
have committed the important work. Again, 
gentiemen, I welcome you. and after your pre- 
liminary organization is completed it will be my 
pleasure to present you in person to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 2 

At the conclusion of Secretary Blaine's 
brief address, on motion of one of the dele- 
gates from Great Britain, Admiral Franklin 
was chosen President of the conference, and 
an adjournment until tomorrow morning at 
II was then taken. This concluded the pro- 
ceedings in the State Department, not more 
than twenty minutes having been occupied: 

With Secretary Blaine and Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, British Minister, at their head 
the delegates then started for the White 
House. As they emerged from the State 
Department they were grouped on the 
southeast entrance and AiR: e in a 
body. 

When the delegates reached. the White 
House they were shown into the East Room 
ana the house was closed to everybody else. 
Secretary Blaine informed the President of 
their arrival and they at once repaired to 
the East Room. Secretary Blaine presented 
Rear Admiral Franklin, President of the 
congress, and he m turn introduced 
the other American delegates. The 
foreign delegates were next pre- 
sented. Mr. Blaine first,” presented 
the resident. Minister of the ntry repre- 
sented, and he in turn p the mem- 
bers of his delegation. : 
while formal, were brief. The President 
made a brief address of welcome, in which 
he expressed the opinion that their delibera- 
tions would result in much good to the com- 
mercial interests of the world. 


BIG FORTUNE OF A HALFBREED GIRL. 


Her Claim to Land ia the Center of the 
City of Victoria, B. C. 

Victoria, B. C.. Oct. 16.—[Special.]—A big 
real estate sensation is developing in this 
city. Many years ago, back in the early 
fifties, when the gold excitement was at- 
tracting thousands to this province, amongst 
others came Douglas McTavish to seek his 
fortune.

—Dedication of the New .Annex—Mrs. 
Wallace, the President, Highly Compli- 
mented—Many Chicago Ladies Go to 
Evanston.

the schoolroom of the 

J Illinois Industrial 
Home for Girls at 
South Evanston yes- 
terday and sang 
songs and marched 
for the edification of 

a largeand interested 
number of ladies who 
had their interest at 

heart. Their appearance and deportment 
were proof that the school was successfully 
fulfilling the object for which it was founded. 

The occasion was the dedication of the new 
annex which haa been : 
erected on the east 
side of the old institu- 
tion, giving much 
needed room. The new 
annex fills a space of 
50x75 feet, four stories 
high, and affords room 
for the children with- 
out crowding, as well 
as giving the teachers 
greater comfort than 
they have had hereto- 
fore. All the rooms 
are airy and high. The 
dormitories contain MRS. WALLACE, 
from six to eight beds each. One large light 
room is to be used as the hospital, but there 
are no children under the care of the visiting 
physicians at present. 

A special train carried out a number of the 
active workers of the school from the city, 
and many friends went with them to see 
what had been done. When the Pres- 
ident, Mrs. M. R. M. Wallace, called 
for order in the school room, there were 
more than fifty ladies present.

These capitalists have made a 
deal whereby they have obtained control of 
the harbor right at Tampa, Fia., and have 
determined to make that port the great ship- 


ping place for ail or neariy all the export: 
freight from the Southwest and Northwest 


to Europe and South and Central America. 
The ines will carry their own freight and 
that of their connections to Tampa instead of 
to Boston, New York, and other ports. 

The lines that are in the movement are the 
Richmond Terminal company’s system, in- 
cluding the East Tennessee, Virginia, and 
Georgia, the Central of Georgia, the Rich- 
mond & Danville, the Georgia Pacific, the 
Plant system of railroads, the Louisville & 
Nashville, Texas & Pacitic, Southern Pacific, 
and probably the Queen & Crescent, the 
Plant steamship lines, and several new lines 
of Steamers to be established. The harbor 
will be improved, new wharves built, ana 
terminal facilities arranged. Besides this it 
is given out that Messrs. Plant and Inman 
will build an air line of their own trom Tam- 
pa to Mobile and New Orleans in order to fa- 
orlitate the handling of the great influx of 
Western freight from the Southern Pacific 
and other lines terminating at New Orleans.

DISGUSTED WITH WASHINGTON. 


‘There Were Only 35,000 of Them, but the 


Accommodations at the Capital Were 
Entirely Too Limited, and the Boys Saf- 
fered Much—New York Finds it Hard 
Work to Take Care of the Ordinary 
Transient Trade. 

Had the good péople of the City of Wash- 
ington Known what would be the effect of 
the conclave of the Knights Templar in their 
city upon its chances for getting the World's 
Exposition of 1892 they would never have 
invited the knights to go there. 

The knights went there 35,000 strong, and 
had to sleep on clothes hnes. They say 
Washington could not accommodate mem 
for a few days, and laugh at the idea of her 
taking care of 200,000 or more strangers for six 
months. These 35,000 men have become so 
many committees of one each to urge the ne- 
cessity of keeping the Fair away from Wash- 


ing ton. 

Some have hard things to say about the 
accommodations in New York as well. Ex- 
City Clerk John G. Neumeister, returning 
from the East with a lodge of Knights Temp- 


lar. says he and his friends tried five hotels’ 


in New York and could not obtain accommo- 
dations. New York hotels, he says, have 
more business now than thev can decently 


attend to. This agrees with the statement of 


Manager Ed Stokes of the Hoffman House to 
the effect that the New York hotelkeepers do 
not want the Fair because they have as much 
business now as they can handle. 

Even New York papers’ practically admit 
the incapacity of the city to take care of a 
big crowd. A portion of the Knights Temp- 
lar returning home sto over at New 
York, and although numbering but a few 
thousands caused a great crush, regarding 
which the New York Herald says: 

Never except when some great event has oc- 
curred in New York have the principal hotels 
been s crowded us during the last few days. 
The Fifth Avenue, St. James, Hoffman. Gilsey, 
Victoria, and other such hotels have been com- 
pelied to turn people away, and nearly all of 
them have had to use cots. 

Wa accommodated as many people here Sat- 
urday night,” said Clerk John Hill of the St. 
James, aus we did during any night of the cen- 
tonntal celebration. I think tevery hotel has 
had its capacity taxed. One reason for this 
crush is that so many Knights Templar are here 
on their way home from their encampuient in 
Washington. The people returning from Europe 
are another cause of the crush, 

„But the visitors to the city. are increasing 
more rapidly than the hotel facilities, although a 
number of new hotels have been opened during 
the last year. There is nota good hotel in New 
York that is not making money.“ 

The Pittsburg Commercial Gazette has this 
to say concerning the lack of accommodations 


at Washington: 

The experience of the Knights Templar at

THE QUESTION OF COLOR IN THE CHURCH. 


Proceedings of the Episcopal Convention— 
Other Religious Gatherings. 

New Yors, Oct, 18.— Special. — The oppo- 
nents of prayerbook revision having been 
routed in a pitenea battle that lasted all day 
Tuesday, the House of Debuties of the Episco- 
pal General Convention, in accordance with a 
resolution then adopted, today went into 
a committee of the whole to take action on 
the proposed changes, The greater part of 
the day was devoted to the work. All the 
alterations that had already been passed by 
the House of Bishops were submitted to 
a vote. The result shows a wide di- 
vergence of opinion between the depu- 
ties and the Bishops .on this subject. 
Most of the alterations were rejected. This 
would seem to indicate that so far as the 
prayerbook is concerned the deputies are 
more conservative than their ecclesiastical 
superiors. It was the thirteenth day 
of the convention. Majority and minor- 
ity reports from a committee on 
the appeal of the colored church 
for recognition were ‘presented. The 
former recognizes the justice of the demand, 
while the minority report, presented by the 
Rev. Dr. Phillips Brooks, recognizes no dis- 
tinction in the church ministry having re- 
lation to race or color, and therefore recom- 
mends that the legislation proposed in resolu- 


tions referred to the committee be not adopt- 


ed. 
In the afternoon a message was received 
from the House of Bishops announcing that 
they had appointed a joint conference com- 
mission on the hymual, giving it full power 
and requiring it to report to the convention 
of 1882. In this action the House of 
Deputies concurred, When the re- 
port of the Committee on Liturgical Revision 
was taken up to the House of Deputies, or- 
gani asa committee of the whoie with 
Chancellor J. M. Woolnorth of Nebraska in 
the chair, those portions of the report of the 


joint committee which have beeh acted on 


House of Bishops were taken 
up. The Rev. Dr. Samuel Hart, 
Secretary of the Committee on 
Revision, bore the brunt 


by the 


proposition on its passing, and of answering 
the objections which every such motion was 
sure to raise. The first proposition to insert 
the word improper before lessons“ in 
the table of lessons for Sunday, holy days, 
and Lent was carried. The second, toaddtwo 


versicles to the morning and evening prayer, 


and the third proposition, to add eight versi- 
cles, was lost. The next proposition, to al- 
low the singmg ofthe Ninety-fifth Psalm in 
place of the venite now prescribed, occupied 
the remainder of the morning session. The 
Rev. Dr. Benedict of Southern Ohio thovght 
it not well to have two venites. The Rev. 
Father Hail of Boston fairly ran up the side 
aisle from seat to the platform to use all 
his three misutes arguing for the change 
and the privilege of using the psalm 
as David wrote it in place of the 
doctored one given the American church 100 
years ago. e thought it better two have two 
venites than one doctored and patched one. 
The proposition was lost. 

The proposal to omit Litany Christmas 
Day, Easter Day, and Whitsunday, after be- 
ing warmly debated, was voted down. 

A vote of concurrence was promptly given 
for the proposition which provided for the 
omission of the words Here endeth the 
Utany.“ With almost equal celerity the next 
clause, Which provided two prayers to be 
used for “fruitful seasons on Rogation 
Sunday, was passed. The special prayer for 
“a * or persons on a journey,“ 
which it is proposed to insert after the pr. yer 
for persons going te sea, was postponed for 
future consideration. With entire unanimity 
and sigdificant heartiness the house voted 
to concur in the clause adding to the 
prayers “one for the unity of Gad's 
peopie.”” The House of Bishops pasted 
a resolution of aon-concurrence in qe 
resolution passed by the House of Depufies 
authorizing the churches to use the new 
hymnai until the meeting of the next gen- 
ral convention. Many deputies with meir 
wives and daughters attended a reception 
given tonight by Bishop Potter at the dio-

Another epidemic of opinions besieged the

THE SCHOOLS ARE OVERCROWDED. 
Mr. Wenter of the Board of Education 
Asks That the Matter Be Looked Into. 

At the City Board of Education meeting last 
night Mr. Wenter called attention to the crowd- 
ed condition of the schools and asked that the 
Committee on Buildings and Grounds at once 
take up the question of half-day divisions and re- 
port some remedy. There were 262 half-day di- 
visions in the city. On the West Side there are 
8,689 of these pupils, on the South Side 
1.812 and 2,548, on the North Side. This, to Mr. 
Wenter's mind, was a question of more impor- 
tance than that of compulsory education. With- 
in a year there would from 15,000 to 2,000 
children depmved of a full day’s schooling. as 
the Council last spring would not og mer 
the money needed for new buiidings. He thought 
stores should be rented. 

Mr. Nettlehorst said it was wholly the fault 
of the Council, as it had cut off $750,000 from the 
appropriation asked by the Board of Education 
last year. He said stores could not be found in 
the crowded districts. 

Supt. Howland said there were half-day schol- 
ars up to the fifth grade. Mr. Peck thought pub- 
lic ovinion would be strong enough to compel 
the Council to appropriate sufficient money to 
erect the necessary buildings. Tne committee 
was instructed to take up the matter. 

Mr. J. McLaren, through the Committee on 
School Management, declined the honor of hav- 
ing the new school at Lawndale avenue and 
Huron street named the McLaren School, as he 
thought it was in bad taste to name a school 
after a member of the board. At his suggestion 
it was named the Ryerson School in honor of the 
late Martin Ryerson. 

Supt. Howland reported that there was an at- 
tendance of 5,188 persons in the night schools, 
with an average attendance of 4,585.

TO BUY KOKOMO’S NATURAL GAS PLANT. 


A Syndicate of Chicago Capitalists Now Ne- 
gotiating to That End. 

Koxomo, Iud., Oct. 16.+Frank Butter- 
worth, representing a syndicate of Chicago 
capitalists, has been in this city several days 
inspecting the natural gas plant with a view 
to purchasing the same. C. L. Gano is the 
party negotiating for the sale of the plant, on 
which he holds an option to Nov. 1 The 
original stock of $50,000 is optioned to Mr. 
Gano for $125,000. The plant has cost $120,000 
to date and no dividend has ever been de- 
clared. Thus it appears that by the terms of 
the option the original stock is put in at 250 
per cent and the plant at only 85,000 above 
actual cost. Mr. Butterworth’s syndicate 
proposes to pay Mr. Gano $150,000 for the 
plant, provided its operation isin every way 
satisfactory after their careful inspection up 
to Nov. 1. Of the result of their inspection 
there can be little doubt, and it is therefore 
a matter of ali reasonable probability that 
the Kokomo natural gas plant will become 
the property of the Chicago syndicate on and 
atter Nov. 1. 


THE OBITUARY RECORD. 


William M. Dickson. 

William M. Dickson, who was killed by the in- 
clined plane accident at Cincinnati, was one of 
the founders of the Republican party, and to 
his wisdom and shrewdness it owed much of its 
early success. Born at Cleveland about 1526, his 
father died early, leavinga widow and son. The 
latter was poor but ambitious, To complete the 
son’s education the mother moved with him to 
Oxford, O., where he entered Miami University, 
from which he graduated with credit. While at 
Oxford mother and son worked ut whatever they 
could tind to do for their support. They then 
moved to Cincinnati, where vaung Dickson en- 
tered the law office of Salmon P. Chase as a stu- 
dent and clerk, forming a friendship which last- 
ed during the life of that distinguished man. 
When Judge Chase's political life took 
bim from the practice of law Dickson 
associated himself with Judge Thomas M. 
Key, Whose friendship also was for life. 
Dickson’s success at the bar was great. In 
about twenty years of actual practice, inter- 
rupted by a short service upon the beneh as 
Common Pleas Judge, he accumulated what he 
considered a competence and retired to his home 
in asubhrb. His charity was great; it embraced 
all human suffering, without regard to race or 
creed, and his memory wiil be revered by many 
to whom he gave a kindly word of encotrage- 
ment and a dollar ora hundred if needed. The 
negro race have occasion to regard him as one of 
their spécial benefactors. One instance shows 
the ready and practical nature of his benevo- 
lence. t the time of the siege of Cincinnati 
Gen. Lew Wallace put the town under martial 
law and appointed provost marshals to bring the 
citizeas to the front for work on the fortifications. 
Several thousand negroes were collected in an 
empty ‘coalyard and kept there without 
food or shelter. Judge Dickson, learning of this 
situation, asked and obtained permission to or- 
ganize and provide for them, satisfying tnem so 
well there was no better or more effective force 


at work. i

GOULD AND | HUNTINGTON'S GIANT RAIL- 
ROAD TRUST. 

Jay Gould and Huntington, with the aid of 
the bankers’ triangle of New York, are 
about ready to put the finishing touches to a 
stupendous railroad combination which in- 
volves also a remarkable manipulation in 
stocks. The rublicity given the scheme by 


actors by surprise, but still it would only have 
been a matter of a few months until they 
would have been ready to announce it for 
themselves. The plans are so weil laid and 
perfected that they would have been made 
public at the meetuig of the Gentlemen's As- 
sociation in January if not before. 

The basis of tne proposed mammoth rail- 
road trust is the Southern Pacific. This 
company is organized under one of those 
pecuiiar wide-open charters granted by the 
State of Kentucky and conferring extraordi- 
pary and almost unlimited powers. The 
Southern Pacific has in addition to the ordi- 
nary corporate privileges of a railroad com- 
pany authority to buy, hold, seil, and deal 
in all kinds of private and public stocks, 
bonds, and securities.” The directors can 
expand the capital stock to any amount they 
see fit, If the purpose of Kentucky had 
been to provide for a vast continental rail- 
road trust monopoly it could hardly have 
granted a charter better suited to that end. 
Huntington was perhaps wiser than he knew 
when he went to Kentucky to got a charter 
for the operation of a railroad running 
through Texas, New Mexico, and Arizona to 
the Pacific coast. In using the Southern Pa- 
cific as the basis for the huge combine now 
contemplated Gould, Huntington, and the 
New York bankers have good reason to be- 
lieve they can avoid any serious legal diffi- 
culties and put tneir vast trust on a founda 
tion which cannot be shaken.

This tremendous combination could domi- 
nate nearly all traffic. between Chicago and 
the Pacific coast and wipe out competition 
and establish monopoly rates at thousands 
of points in the West. Such a proposed con- 
centration of monopolistic power may well 
excite public apprehension, as it will certain- 
ly alarm the railroads inside the territory 
covered, but which are not parties to the 
scheme. The body of the Southern Pacific 
octopus stretches from Louisiana to Califor- 
nia, but ite suckers extend throughout the 
West and Northwest and inclose the lines 
which are feeders and outlets of the Union 
Pacific. The St. Paul adjunct interlaces 
with its great system the Northwestern, the 
Burlington, and Rock Island. The St. Paul, 
by means of the Missouri Pacific at Kansas 
City and the Denver & Rio Grande in Colo- 
rado, is to get a direct connection with the 
Central Pacific (Huntington-Stanford line) 
at Ogden. These are ominous arrange 
ments for the Union Pacific and for the 
Chicago roads which, connect with it at 
the Missouri River or have lines of their own 
to Colorado. Will they dare to compete for 
transcontinental business against the Hunt- 
ington-Gould trust when the latter by virtue 
of its control of the St. Paulsystem can make 
them bleed at every competing station in the 
Northwest and demoralize both their through 
and local business? Powerful as the North- 
western, the Burlington, and Rock Island 
are it would seem that the Southern Pacific 
octopus is slipping its suckers under, over, 
and around them and a desperate effort will 
be needed to get free. The managers of 
these lines will not be reassured by the cir- 
cumstance that Traffic Manager J. C. Stubbs 
of the Southern Pacific has béen transferred 
from that position to the First V ice Presidency 
of the St: Paul. Mr. Stubbs bears the repu- 
tation of an intrepid fighter” and he is al- 
ready assigned to the field where the trust 
threatens to wage war. Will the roads which 
have so far refused to join the trust combi- 
nation still undertake to stand out! 

But whether competing roads attempt to 
fight the Huntington trust or are coerced 
and absorbed by it the big octopus will de- 
stroy competition through a vast scope of 
territory and be able to establish arbitrary 
rates. Will its tremendous power be used 
for that purpose? It is easy to see that by 
bringing so many lines into a consohdatea 
and harmonious management expenses can 
be reduced, large economies effected, and the 
net earnings of the roads so increased that 
‘enhanced profits could be made without put- 
ting up rates on the public. On the sound 
principle of “a big volume of business and 
small profits’ the trust might prove itself a 
benefit rather than any injury to the public. 
With so many lines operated as one system 
the service might be improved and rates re- 
duced to the advantage of shippers, while 
largely increased dividends could be paid to 
stockholders. If such a policy should be 
adopted public hostinty would soon disap- 
pear ahd the amalgamation of railroads 

upon with no more 
disfavor than the concentration and ex- 
tension of any private business. There is 
only too much reason to believe, however, 
that the enormous power of railroad trusts 
will be abused; that wey will defy regula- 


the railroad trusts will be able to pay it and 
have the law made and enforced to suit 
themselves. Railroad trusts may become 
tremendous engines of power and corrup- 
uon, but there will be a terrific fight before 
banded corporate monopoly conquers popular 
government in this country. Congress after 
Congress and Legislature after Legisiature 
may have to be slaughtered, but millions 
of voters will believe in and help to enforce 
that kind of capital punishment and keep up 
the search for public servants cannot be 
corrupted or overawed by corporate power. 


THE DEMOCRATIC FRAUDS IN MONTANA. 

The Democratic junior organ of this city 
says fraud must not win in Montana, charac- 
teristica/ly denounces Republicans for con- 
testing an alleged fraudulent precinct re- 
turn in Silver Bow County, and even goes to 
the extentof urging Montana Democrats to 
resort to personal violence. Would it not be 
well for the junior organ to wait a little be- 
fore ij tenders any further advice? The ac- 
tion of the canvassing board of that county 
is subject to revision. Indeed, it has taken 
the only step it could to bring the fraud 
matter before the courts, The Republican 
allegation is made that heavy frauds were 
committed in Precinct 84 of that county— 
sufficient to defeat six Republicans and elect 
six Democrats to the Legislature—and the 
courts will now have an opportunity to pass 
upon the charge. But the contention of our 
contemporary is that Republicans have no 
business to take cognizance of frauds, no 
matter bow numerous or how giaring they 
may be, and hence they are denounced for 
it. Would it not be consistent for it, now 
that the matter is going before a Democratic 
court, to wait for the testimony and the 
proofst If the six Democrats owe their 
election to fraud they were certain- 
ly not elected and are not entitled 
to their seats. If they were honestly 
elected they will get their seats. Instead of 
restricting themselves to the Silver Bow 
precinct the Republicans ought at once to 
contest the returns from Anaconda also, 
where 400 illiterate Itahans, recently im- 


‘ported to work in the mings, weve visited by 


the County Clerk, carrying his seal, given 
their first papers not upon their own applica- 
tion, and then solidly and fraudulently 
voted the Democratic ticket. This out- 
rage ought not to be passed over unnoticed. 
Let it be kept in mind the contention of our 
Democratic contemporary is not that the 
Montana Republicans stuffed ballotboxed or 
voted aliens fraudulently, but that the Re- 
publicans must be stopped from arresting 
Democratic frauds. This is the height of 
absurdity and is tantamount to the condon- 
ing of fraud. 


ALMOST CAPTURED LI[TLE RHODY. 

‘The representative businessmen of Rhode 
Island met Tuesday last to listen to the ar- 
guments of the representatives from Chica- 
go, New York, and Washington in behalf of 
their various localities and their claims for 
the honor of having the World's Fair of 1892. 
Mr. Thomas B. Bryan represented Chicago 
on this occasion both ably and eloquently. 
He had to labor against many disadvantages, 
for Rhode Island 1s a near neighbor of New 
York, and the New-Yorkers had been on the 
ground for weeks attempting to prejudice her 
in advance against Chicago. Notwithstand- 
ing all their efforts, however, the close 
contiguity of the two places, and the natural 
probability that she would favor New York 
because of its easy access, it was evident there 
Was a strong sympathy with Chicago, and 
when the final vote was taken New York 
came out ahead by the closest kind ofa 
shave. The resolution declaring New York 
first choice, Chicago second, and Washing- 
ton third was passed by a vote of 26 to 22. 
Under the circumstances it was a victory for 
Chicago more than a thousand miles away 
and where she had little expectation of scor- 
ing such a vote. Financially Rhode Isl- 
and might be expected to favor New 
York, as her people could get there at 
smallexpense. From the standpoint of per- 
sonal comfort also the same result was to be 
anticipated, as New York lies between her 
and ourselves and is but a few hours away. 
The vote shows, however, that a powerful 
minority were ready to overlook all consider- 
auons of personal comfort and expense in 
view of the desirability of consulting the 
comfort and wishesof the overwhelming 
majority of the country to have the I air lo- 
cated in Chicago. It every vote had been 
recorded for New York it would not have 
been considered remarkable, much as Chica- 
go might have regreticd it, but that New 
York should have received only four more 
votes is, as we have said, a conspicuous 
victory for this city. Far away Rhode 
Island has done well and her people will 
be entitled toreceive special favors at the 
hands of Western hospitality and to have 
one of the best of the spare chambers when 
they come to Chicago in 1892. 


BURN UP THE GARBAGE. 

THe TRIBUNE printed last Monday an inter- 
esting and valuable article by Dr. De Wolf, 
for so many years Health Commissioner, on 
the disposal of city garbage. He pointed 
out therein with great ciearness the dangers 
growing out of using this refuse vegetabie 
and animal matter either for the filling of 
low land or for feeding it to cows and swine. 
To do the first was, as had been proved over 
and over again, to establish local cholera 
centers. Todo the second was in the case 
of milch cows to poison the milk and of 
swine to poison the flesh. No animal is 
more infested with trichine than the rat, 
and no animal so swarms around kitchen 
garbage. From the rat the trichine pass to 
the hog, and from the hog to the humar be- 
ing. This is no theory; it is a long recog- 
nized fact. 

But while Dr. De Wolf tells what shouid 
not be done with garbage he does not say 
what disposition should be made of it. It 
cannot be left where itis made. It must be 
dealt with in some way. What shall it be? 
During the latter part of Dr. De Wolf’s term 
he established, on the model of one he saw 
in Buffalo, a garbage crematory. According 
to his reports it worked well, consuming tens 
of thousands of tons of stuff which must 
otherwise have been dumped somewhere. 
Butits use was abandoned. It caught fire 
and was damaged alittle. It is said some of 
the neighbors objected to it. Douptless it 
made some smoke, but thl the smoke nui- 
sance is abolished all over the city that is a 
poor argument. Possibly the Alderman of 
the ward it wasin had too much influence 
with the authorities. 

If there were any establishment with 
works extensive enough to handle ali the 
garbage of the city—the stuff has a commer- 


cial value—then it might be well enough to 


let it go there. But there are no such works. 
Therefore why not burn it up? It is the 
simplest and best way to deal with it. Take 
it to Gehenna, as the Jews did, and tnere let 
the evil be burnt out of it. It the present 


‘City Administrauon nad any vim about it, if 


it paid the slightest attention to the needs of 
the city, it would have one or more crema- 
tories. But it looks after the offices alone, 
and what becomes of the garbage is to it a 
matter of unconcern. It may, for ail it cares,

German 
ph The first test of the Vesuvius was one 

of speed, with the result of attaining an av- 
erage of more than twenty-two knots and a 
maximum of twenty-three and one-quarter 
knots, which is equivalent to saying she can 
overhaul any cruiser or steamer afloat. She 
can quickly catch and capture even the City 
of Paris steamer. The new Italian vess 21, 
the Piedmonte, has been considered the 
fastest. in the world, but her trial tests only 
established a maximum speed of twenty-two 
knots. She has accomplished feats of agility, 
however, which we believe have not been 
tried in the case of the Vesuvius. Thus, for 
instance, she can make a complete circle of 
508 yards in three minutes and twenty-four 
seconds and stop ana reverse at full speed in 
one minute and thirty-five seconds. 

In speed and effectiveness in firing her 
great dynamite guns the Vesuvius is as much 
of a wonder as in her sailing capability. She 
has three pneumatic dynamite guns of 10% 
inch caliber, 54 feet in length, each carrying 
shells loaded with 200 pounds of terrific 
dynamite. The test in rapidity of firing ex- 
ceeded the contract stipulations. For in- 
stance, the contract aliowed 1,000 pounds 
pressure in the storage reservoirs holding 
the compressed air, which is the agent of 
propulsion, but only 750 pounds were used. 
The allowance of time for each gun was 10 
minutes, or half an hour for the whole bat- 
tery, each gun to fire five shots, The port 
gun fired its five in 4% minutes, the starboard 
in 4 minutes, and the middle gun in a little 
less than seven, the total time being less than 
17 minutes, instead of 30 as stipulated in the 
contract. Again, the contract called for a 
range of a mile, while each gun showed a 
range of over a mile, even with the reduced 
pressure. When, therefore, the Vesuvius 
receives her secordary battery of rapid tire 
and machine guns it may well be believed 
she will deserve the title which our 
Canadian contemporary applies to her, for 
the navy will then possess a vessel of the 
swiftest class, capable of firing 6,000 pounds 
of dynamite ata given object in a quarter of 
an hour with accurate aim and a perfectly 
working apparatus. With increased pressure 
this result can be improved upon, both in 
range and weight of explosive material. She 
will probably be able to huri 12,000 pounds of 
dynamite at a range of two miles in half an 
hour. 

The Vesuvius is unquestionably the nf§st 
dangerous vessel to an enemy ever built, and 
the successful tests through which she has 
passed may be considered as solving the 
problem of coast protection, for dynamite 
guns like hers may be used with even more 
facility in shore batteries than on shipboard, 
where the pitching of the vessel must be 
overcome. Her wonderful success has al- 
ready attracted the atteation of foreign 
naval powers, which are not slow to realize 
that their most colossal ironclads could not 
stand the rain of dynamite from a swift and 
easily handled little cruiser like the Vesuvius. 
Our volcanic craft, indeed, is likely to work 
as decided a réyelution im naval design and 
construction ag did the Monitor. Now that 
we have one yéessel of this kind the obvious 
duty of Congr to provide more of them.

Alter listening to this story, which would have 
made manly men furious, this poltroon Justice, 
who seems to have had icewater in his veins in- 
stead of red blood, fined the cur $10!

There are States where it this Haines 
had acted thus he would have been stripped to 
the waist by the Sneriff, tied to a post, and pub- 
licly in front of the courthouse given fifteen odd 
lashes with a stout whip well laid on by a muscu- 
lar negro to teach him that beating a woman 
was something that hurt. There are communi- 
ties where had he behaved thus amateur and vol 
unteer justice would have taken him out into the 
brush and left him so near flayed that he would 
not have put a shirt on fora week. Herein Chi- 
cago--civilized, and refined, and cultured city— 
the Justice imposes a $10 fine. It is a disgrace. 

What manner of man is this Justice? Where 
was be reared? Does he sympathize with men 
who beat their wives because they scold at their 
husbands when late to supper? Does Mayor 
Cregier think this is the sort of man to keep as 
city Justice at the Desplaines street station? 
Will he allow him to remain there, Democrat 
though he may be, after this shameful exhibition 
of his sympathy with wife beating? If this is the 
way man is punished who pounds and kicks 
his wife, can such a Justice be expected to do 
anything to a petty thief or pickpocket whose 
offense is trivial beside that of Haines’?

THE SOMUYLKILL WRECK. 


The Superintendent of the Portage 
Canal Demands That the Owner Pay 
Ita Removal—A Nice Point in Adm ty 
Raised—MeDougall’s New Barge Makes 
a Bad Showing with Her First Cargo of 
Grain— Wheat Rates at Denn Advan- 
cing. 


Supt. Lloyd of the Portage Lake Canal came 
to town yesterday anc made a formal demand on 
P. H. Fleining, the owner of the schooner Schuyl- 
kill, to remove her wreck from the mouth of the 
canal, where it now nearly blocks the passage of 
vessels. Mr. Fleming replied that he had no 
further interest in the 9 He had 
abandoned her to the insurance companies, and 
they were virtually the owners of what was left 
ofher. If any — was responsible it must be 
insurance 2 

Afterward Mr. Fleming laid the case before 
Attorney Cary, who sustained the view he had 
taken of the law. but advised him to go into the 
United States courtand have the limit of liabil- 
ity forany damage to vessels that the wreck 
might cause fixed at the present value of the 
Schuylkill, which is not far from 10 cents. This 
will be done to avoid the annoyance of libel pro- 
ceedings which might afterward be instituted t 
collect damages. 

Various ways have been tried in the past to 
compel owners of wrecked vessels to remove 
them where they have formed obstructions to 
navigation, but have generally failed, and the 
Government engineers in the end have been 
compelled to get — wrecks out of the way. 


Bad Beginning of a Whaleshaped Baree. 

BurraALo. N. V., Oct. 16.—[Special.]-—-The new 
whaleshaped barge 108 was true to her hasty, 
sixty-day build, and wet considerable of her 
wheat cargo. She is reported 863 bushels short, 
though the Captain declares that she has not 
more than half that amount of wet grain. Most 
of the water came in aft, but she shows leaky 
bulkholes in rows along her sides, and wheat 
stuck to her in varions places besides, Her paint 
was not dry, and wheat also stuck to that. 

The propeller Milwaukee, which was sunk at 
Amherstburg, was unloaded today and put into 
dry dock, but she was not pumped out, and no 
idea of her injuries was obtained. She had 150 
bushels of flaxseed wet and quite a quantity of 
corn wet, according to the report of the under- 
writers. As the corn was not insured here they 
could not give the amount. 


One More Advance in Duluth Freighta. 

The high rates on ore from Escanaba are at- 
tracting so many vessels from the grain trade 
that the latter is lifeless. Shippers claim the 
markets do not justify any advance in rates, and 
steadily refuse to give more than 2% cents on 
corn to Buffalo.

INDIANA'S ANTI-DRESSED BEEF LAW 
DECLARED UNCONSTITUTION aL. 


Chicago Dealers Have a Perfect Right to 
Feed the “Boosters” or Any Other 
People on the Face of the Earth— 
Tro of the Sugar Trust Multiply 
and Threaten Its Utter Destruction 


Mr. Wallace Defeated in His Suit with 


the Board of Trade. 


_ Inptanapouis, Ind., Oct. 16.—[Special.]— 
Indiana’s new law against the sale of meat 
within the State if the animals kiiled have 
not been locally inspected before being 
slaughtered was today declared unconstitu- 
tional in a decision by Judge Irvin of the 
Marin County Criminal Court. The act 
specially affects the dressed-beef companies 
f Chicago and St. Louis which have 
branches in Indiana which they supply. At 
a meeting of legislators from several West- 
ern States held in St. Louis last winter the 
law was indorsed and recommended for 
adoption in all of the States represented 
in the conference. The case on 
which the decision today is based 
is uguinst Philip Klein of the Chicago 
Dressed Beef company. The prosecutiua 
Was dy information, and it is the under- 
standing that the case shall be carried to 
the Supreme Court without deiay to obtain a 
final ruling. It was held by Judge Irvin 
that as the act in effect prohibited the im- 
portauon of fresh dressed meats from other 
tates it was in violation of the Federal Con- 
stitution. It was conceded that the State 
Legislature was clothed with large discretion 
in the exercise of the police power of the 
State, looking to the protection of pablic 
health ana promoting the general welfare of 
its citizens, yet this power must 
be 830 exercised as not to encroach 
upon the authority vested exclusively in 
Congress. In the interest of public health 
the state could enact rigid ins pecuon laws 
and exclude from the state any article 
Offered for human food which, from its nox- 
ious condiuon, put it without the pale of 
legitimate commerce; and, could, under 
reasonable quaranune and inspection laws, 
meet at its borders such articles as by reason 
of their putrid or pestilential condition had 
lost their commercial character, and prohibit 
their introduction. The act in question 
went far beyond this though. Pure 
and wholesome dressed meat was a 
useful commodi recognized as property 
und the subject of legitimate trade ana law- 
ful intet-State commerce. This law did not 
discriminate between the good and the bad, 
but ee all dressed meats—the sound and 
the Avholesome as well as the unsound and 
holesome. The same precess of reason- 
yg that would sustain its validity would sus- 
in a law excluding from importation and 


grain or other material from which it was 
made had not first been inspected in the 
State by officers appointed for that purpose. 


TROUBLES OF THE SUGAR TRUST. 


That Once Formidabie Monopoly Appears 
in the Stage of Decay. 

New York, Oct. 16.—[{Special ]—The posi- 
tion of the Sugar Trust is now as deplorable 
as it is ridiculous. Oaly a couple of years 
ago it was formed, and tke intention of its 
originators was openly avowed to control the 
sugar markets of the United States, and to 
force such refiners as would not join its un- 
holy union entirely out of business. The re- 
suit is simply ludicrous. The trust had 
twenty refineries, while only four remained 
independent. Today the trust has only 


three refineries in operation, while 
there are five running that are in- 
dependent. The trust has a difficulty in seli- 


ing its sugars, while the indeperdent refiners 
have no difficulty in disposing of every pound 
of * that they can manufacture. The 
trust has lost a refinery by fire and has a 
heavy interest account from its dead horse— 
the fifteen refineries that are disabled and in 
disuse. Spreckels will sbon start uis new re- 
finery, the largest in the country, and there 
will then be six independent refineries in op- 
eration, while there are now only four run- 
ning that belong to the trust. i 


WALLACE MUST TAKE THE PORK, 


Decision of the Hines Sapreme Court in 
a Board of Trade Case. 

Orrawa, III., Oct. 16.— [Special. I—In the 
Supreme Court today the injunction suit of 
W. S. Wallace against the Chicago Board of 
Trade was decided adversely to Wallace. 
Oct. 8 the suit was begun in the Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court seeking to compel Wallace 
to accept a certain grade of pork which 
he refused to do. The cause reached 
the Appellate Court the “7th, where 
the yf (net to restrain suck compulsion 
was dissolved. It reached the Supreme 
Court the llth, and now whe case is finally 
decided and Wallace must either take the 
pork or settle. The vase went through the 
several courts in the quickest time on record 
for an ordinary case.

Statue. 

HARVARD, III., Oct. 12.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—The question has often been asked, What 
shall we give France in return for her great and 
friendiy gift, Barthoidi’s statue of liberty? 
What monument can we raise up in France that 
will express our feelings of gratitude for her 
friendship toward us? 

We also remember thatin time pust she gave 
us a Lafayette, and, if it had not been for the 
help of that truly noble and’ patriotic French- 
man our history as a 1% would have 


been much different than now. Yet we 
have given them no ‘generals in re- 
turn, we have resred no monuments 


as a souvenir of our gratitude for their kindness 
and protecting hand in the hour of our peril and 
danger. 

Now, I would like to su t through the col- 
umns of Tak TRIBUNE ta citizens of the re- 
public that we talk this matter over through the 
columns of the public press and see if we can’t 
build a great monument in Paris that will ex- 
press our sense of gratitude to the French peo- 
pie for their many acts of kindness in the past. 

I would suggest that We take up a national col- 
lection from ocean to ocean, a collection that 
shall amount to at least $500,000, then builda 
great college in Paris and presentitto the French 
republic as our monument to them. 

et-a central location be secured in Paris, then 
build a fourteen-story ouilding, The lower 
stories could be let forstores and offices, thereby 
making the college selfsustaining. 

We will ¢all the college the American Monu- 
ment College of English Literature. The object 
of the’ college will be simply to teach the En- 
glish tongue to the rising generation. They will 
have no object to learn any other tongue or 
branch of education in this college, as they can 
learn them in their own colleges before taking 
up the English tongue; and one of the require- 
ments should be a thorough knowledge of their

How to Exciude Any More European For- 
eigners from This Country. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 16.— [Editor of The Tribune.]— 
In all your editorials on free trade, or rather 
protection to home manufacttred goods, why do 
you not say something in regard to free immi- 
gration? 

In my mind this 1s really the key to the whole 
situation. Our Congressmen and Senators for 
the most part are elected by and from among 
the capitalists and are in duty bound to protect 
capital as againstlabor, and while they make 
the cry of tariff to protect American workmen 
ugainst British manufactured goods and allow 
the capitalists to reap the full benefit of high 
prices they leave the door to immigration wide 
oven for all nations except the poor “ heathen 
Chinese” to come in and compete with Ameri- 
can labor and reduce itto such an extent that it 
is next to impossible for labor of ahy class to 
make a living. Now if tariff is a good thing in 
one instance it certainiy would be better in both. 
Eitaer give us free trade or place a tariff of $1,000 
per head on all classes of foreigners landing in 
this country. 

If the manufacturers of the country:need pro- 
tection that they may run their factories Low 
vastly more do the poor serfs who supplv the 
labor part of it need protection against the 
cheaper labor allowed to flow freely in against 
them from the first to the last day of the year 
without onc word from any one in behalf of pro- 
tection to labor. The day is not far distant when 
this will be che party of the Nation and will cer- 
tainly wield the power. CONSTANT READER. 

[The law now excludes contract labor and all 
paupers, insane persons, and criminals.

He Says That They Are Partners and That 
the Property Is Worth $250,000—Estate 
of the Late Justice Matthews—A Denver 
Man Who Made Money in Chicago—A 
Physician Makes Serious Charxes—Le- 
gal Notes—The Record. | 


Judge Horton occupied Judge Baker's court- 
room yesterday and listened to arguments in the 
case of Charles Harms against bis brotber Heary 
fora partnership interest in lands and other 
property ut Niles Center valued at over $250,000. 
In 1852 Henry Harms came to America 
from Mecklenburg Schwerin and settled 
near what is now the village of Niles 
Center. Here he was joined in 1834 by his 
brothers Charles, John, and Christian. It is 
now claimed by Charles that u partrership was 
formed for the purpose of opertting tue farm, 


conducting a milk dairy, and subsequently a 
; 


grocery store at Niles Center and a milk dopot 
in Chicago. The latter was under John’s charge, 
dut in 1863 he died of snfall-pox, and Christian, 
who was in the army, came to his death from the 
same disease. 

Charies took the milk business, and Henry 
prosecuted improvements on his land besides 
runuing 4 grave! business and constructing what 
is now the Snell toliroad. He also had the con- 
tract for the foundations of the City-Hall, and 
grew wealthy. Charles did not make a success 
of the milk business and it was abandoned. 

Henry elaims that if any partnership existed it 
was ended in 1863 when Charles took the city 
property and milk business and left the Niles 
Center estate to Henry. 


Eatate of the Late Juatice Matthews. 

Letters of administration were issued bv Judge 
Knickerbocker to John Maynard: Harlan, son of 
Justice Harlan of the United States Supreme 
Court, on the estate of Justice Stanley Mat- 
thews.
